W. R. Haldane of Nelson Visits 
Coleman--Says Optimistic 
Feeling Evinced 


Plums in Abundance W. R. Haldane, general freight 
a agent of the C. P. R. in Nelson, B C., 
district, who has just returned to that 
city after an official tour along this 
line, when interviewed by the Nelson 
Daily News said in part : 

From Fernie Mr. Haldane went to 
Coleman and fhence to Blairmore.’ In 
the former city he went over the 
plant of the McGillivray Creek Coal & 
Coke company, which plant, he says, 
is one of the most up-to-date in the 
interior. Buildings which will serve 
as offices and machine shops have 
been erected reeently, while a cement 
foundation for the tipple is now ir 
place. The grading of the bed for the 
electric line from the mine mouth to 
the branch of the C. P. R., a distance 
of two miles, is now practically com- 
pleted and the laying of the rails is 
proceeding. In the meantime the 
company is teaming about 100 tons of 
eoal daily to the C. P. R. line for 
shipment in order to remove ‘the ac- 
clumation for the workings,in the 
development of the property. 

‘With the completion of the new 
electric line to connect with the C P. 
R.,” said Mr. Haldane, “the manage- 
ment of the McGillivray Creek Coal & 
Coke company expects to deliver to 
the C, P. R. 600 tons daily for ship- 
ment. This will be accomplished by 
an early date in December and on 
Jan. 1 the company intends com- 
menting the cutting of a low level 
tunnel which will allow of a second 
electric line being put in place that 
will make it possible for the mine 
mouth being linked with the C. P. R. 
line by a second electric line, the 
length of which will be only 500 yards.

FERNIE’S COKE OVENS 


GREAT PLANT 1S ONE OF THE 
FEATURES OF THE WEST. 


Crow's Nest Pass Coal Co. Has Four 
Hundred and Fifty Ovens Where 
Coal Dust or Slack Is Turned Into 
Valuable Coke—Russians and Slavs 
Attend to the Furnaces and Man- 
age to Get Rich on Their Wages. 


As the eastern-bound flier, with 
clanging bell and snorting smoke- 
@tack, glides swiftly round the tortu- 
jous curve. up the incline into Fernie, 
B. C., the passengers on the observa- 
‘tion car see stretching away to their 
left a long, low line of compact stone 
buildings, surrowided with a generai 
Qurid glow which seems to permeate 
the atmosphere ind partially dispel! 
the murky clouds that hang heavily 
overhead, 

These are the coke ovens owned by 
the Crow’s Nest ‘ass Coal Co., Ltd., 
and there are four hundred and fifty 
of them, in three solid, substantial 
rows, numbered 1, 2, and 3. Each 
row containg ovens on either side, 
and to distinguish these they are re- 
ferred to as east and west ovens, re- 
spectively, the ovens themselves be- 
ing numbered individually. 


‘o-day, when nothing is wasted, 
jeast of all precious coal dust, it is 
interesting to follow the process 
which converts this coal dust, or 
“‘slack,’’ as it is called, into market- 
able coke, and incidentally gives em- 
‘ployment to many foreigners in this 
district. 

The coal is mined at Coal Creek, a 
mining town situated in a deep val- 
Jey some five miles from Fernie on 
the Morrissey, Fernie & Michel Rail- 
way—the property of the Coal Com- 
pany—and after being screened on the 
“tipples,”” the “slack,” or fine stuff, 
is loaded into special iron cars called 
slack cars, and which are made with 
a centre dump and hold thirty tons of 
slack. A train of some twelve to four- 
teen cars is then run up the line to 
the rails over the storage bins, and 
the dump being opened, the slack 
drops down into the “‘larry’”’ beneath; 
these larries are constructed of iron, 
and are capable of holding nine to 
ten tons, if required. The larries are 
then run from under the storage bins 
by a circular line right on top of the 
coke oven between the circular open- 
ing of each oven, some fourteen inch- 
@s across,’ and, arrived in_ position, 
the lever being moved, the slack 

urs into the oven beneath through 
ithe aperture either to the east or 
twest, as required. 

/ About six and a half tons of slack 
fis put into each oven at a time, and 
ignites, of course, spontaneously from 
‘the greate latent heat, and after 72 
‘hours’ burning yields four and a 
‘quarter tons of coke, the loss being 
‘approximately about 35 per cent., the 
resultant coke making up =the bal-. 


anee of 65 per cent. 
partially breaks open the dried loam 
and brick door of his oven, and a 
fierce, blinding heat blares forth into 
tthe darknéss, silhouetting his stal- 
‘wart figure as he stands there, water 
pipe in hand, playing on the fiery 
mass within, and which, when suffi- 
‘ciently cooled off, he presently rakes 
out with a huge iron rake some twelve 
feet in length and weighing 60 to 70 
pounds” 

This is hard work, but seems ad- 
mirebly suited to the men who under- 
take it, mostly Russians and Slavs 
pasts to speak a word of English, 

ut quite happy with their Sob. For 
clearing an oven the men get paid 
‘$1, and as when in full work they 
‘clear out two and three ovens a night, 
working six days a week will net 
them anything from twelve to eigh- 

en dollars. Living as they do in 
heir own style on from fifteen to six- 
een dollars a month, they are soon 
lable to afford a bank account. 

The coke is now lorded into cars 
tholding from 35 to 37 tons each, and 
fit is quite a sight to see one of these 

antic cars being filled by the per- 

ing workmen — Italians now — 
with their broad _ sixteen-pronged 
forks, shovelling away with a steady 
wing. When full, the cars ure de- 
patched to Trail and Grand Forks, 

., where the smelters of the Con- 
wolidated Smelting & Mining Co. and 
the Granby Mining & Smelting Co., 


respectively, await their daily arrival.

MEXICANS’ STAFF OF LIFE. 


The Tortilla is Their Bread—Frijoles 
Are Boiled Beans. 


The tortilla is the ancient Indian | 
its ouly constituent | 


bread of Mexico. 
is Indian corn (maize), which the wo- 
men soak in limewater until the ker- 
hels are at the point of bursting, then 
wash thoroughly until it is free from 
lime, when they griud it by rubbing it 
on a large block of stone, especially 
cut for the purpose, with a smaller 
stone which they hold in their bands, 

The operation looks very much like 
rubbing clothes onga washboard and 
is a laborious and tedious one. The 
lime renders the corn dough adhesive. 
like wheat flour dough, and it is easily 
patted between the hands into cakes 
the size and shape of an ordinary grid- 
dlecake and is baked upon a thin 
stone griddle. Though no salt or 
leaven is udded, fresh tortillas are ex- 
ceedingly palatable. 

Th® one other food mainstay is fri- 
joles—ordinary beans. They are boiled 
to a wush ‘and with a liberal quantity 
of lard are warmed as required in a 
flat earthen dish that answers for a 
frying pan. The very poor people do 
not always have the luxury of- frijoles 
and when they do have them cannot 
always afford the ltard.-

Odd Death Certificates. 

Certificates of death are not docu- 
ments where one usually seeks. for bu- 
mor, but there is frequently to be 
found in them much of the unconscious 
variety. Here. for instance, is how 
the cause of death is stated in the case 
of a laborer: 

“Died from injuries received through 
a bull accidentally kneeling off his 
chest.” 

The consideration shown for the feel- 
ings of the bull is a fine touch and 
suggests grave questions on the moral 
responsibility of the lower animals, 

Again, a man is stated to have “died 
from the effects of injuries received 
after being run over by a railway 
train in motion owing to a misunder- 
standing between deceased and an 
engine driver.” This description of a 
rather ordinary railway casualty is ex- 
cellent.—London Express. 


Sensitive Tobacco Plants. 

In Cuba the best tobacco comes from 
one strip of land only, the slopes of a 
certain river, and even there a north 
wind may ruin the crop. Tobacco is 
the most sensitive plant we know of. 
The smallest thing affects its flavor. 
Plant Virginia tobacco in Germany, 
and the result is a better tobacco, but 
it is German tobacco. not Virginian.
